HE Capuchins, together with the Observants and the Conventuals, form the 
First Order of the great Family of St. Francis.

Winnowed from the chaff of canting hypocrisy, the “white man’s bur- 
den” has meant in the past the spoliation of the nation that could not de,» 
fend its liberty and property. 

The tender consideration these “unburtheners” have for the welfare of 
their victims is most edifying; these latter are never quite ready for self- 


government; they are not yet sufficiently in possession of that superior civil- : 


ization enjoyed by the governing nations; they need training in temperance 
end self-discipline. Yet what do their protectors teach them? (Ask the Red 
Indian of the U.S.A., the black man of Australia, the negroes of the Congo— 
yes, and the Fast Indian subjected under imperial rule to periodical famines! ) 

In a brutal reaction in Russia against an equally brutal regime, the pro- 
letariat has triumphed over capitalism, and although chaos has resulted, it 
is w “success” looked on with envy and a fixed desire of emulation by the 
underworld elsewhere. 

Of this the other nations are aware, as is shown by their anxiety in deal- 
ing with those who at present control Russia’s destinies to guard their own 


communities from the infiltration of Bolshevik doctrine. | 


Germany, Russia, and Turkey are, by the force of events and the action 
of the Allies. drawing together. The shifting of the combination of natiom 
against each other has not, nor will not, cease until the old crude system of 
the Balance of Power is mended or ended. 


EMBATTLED CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


No country is exempt from a struggle between the classes. Why? Be- 
cause both the capitalistic or employing class and those who sell their labor 
overstate their rights and neither class is inspired with a feeling of justice in 
dealing with the other. 

The capitalistic system is wrong if it means that labor is a mere com- 
modity, and until there is a change of heart in this respect there can be no 
peace. 

Capital has indeed its rights, but until capita! has paid labor at least 
a fair living wage under reasonable conditions of safety, health, and morality 
capital has not done its duty. 

Capital is powerful, labor is weak; consequently labor should be protect 
ed by law in its right of organization, so that it may be in a position to deal 


on terms of equality with capital, and through that equality to determine | 


the conditions under which labor is willing to serve. 

Furthermore, when necessary, the State should be empowered 4o de- 
termine what the minimum wage must be. 

Experience has proved that capital cannot be trusted to be just. Cap- 
ital is’obsessed with the theory it has a right to do what it pleases with what 
it calls-its own, which it most decidedly has not. It has not the right “to 
lay on the shoulders of the poor a burthen worse than slavery” (Leo XIII, 
Ency. Rerum Novarum,) 

Labor, too, has its obligations and responsibilities. 

Labor must give full value for the remuneration received, must make 


the furtherance of the employer's interest a prime Consideration, must get’ 
away from the idea that capital or the employer is necessarily labor’s enemy, 


and must, not restrict the development of trade by unreasonable exactions gs 
to hours, limit of output, payment for overtime, or conditions under which 
service is rendered. 


The “cash nexus” between employer and employed which Carl le de 
nounced does not provide for hard times; the wage-earner should be inter- 
ested in the profits he he!ps to make and, be it noted, only helps, for capital 
siso does its pert; and an important part, in the realization of profits, as it 
suffers the losses when they occor.
